Five persofM wtra drowned in the river 
near the slnice and the Knickerbocker 
ice houses at this place yesterday by the 
capsizing of a boat. The names of 
those drowned are: eoloujon Fletcher, 
aged 92: Jt>hn Fletcher, aged 2'i; Angelo 
Fletcher, aged 'U, brothers; Cheafus 
Merry, aged 4a; and Alonao Cannon, 
aged it. 

All five lived here and were employed 
at MnrreU Dobbins' brick yard. The 
men were bringing twenty-three large 
t ilings, each about fourteen feet long, 
from Silver Lake ice house iu an open 
boat with a single tail. In attempting 
to make land between the ioe houst^land 
the Kiwsnrit of the boat struck one of 
the dogs of the tottUM. The shock and 
the swift current of the water's sluice 
caused the boat to careen md the heavy 
pilings to shift to one side, overturning 
the craft. The men sank at once and 
the attempts to save their lives by on- 
lookers were unavailing. The bodies 
of Angelo Fletcher and Cheafus Men v 
were reooTered.
